Soviet Plotters Feared 
Dependence on the U.S.

BONN — Plotters who tried to 
overthrow President Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev in August acted partly 
because they fea^ that be was 
making the Soviet Union depeo- 
deni on the United States, accord- 
ing to the confession of one plotter 
published in the German news 
magazine Spiegel. 

"Gorbachev often traveled 
abroad in recent years, and fre- 
quently we had no' idea what im- 
I^anl issues he discussed there.”

"Take Gorbachev's report to the 
G-7 meeting in London — none of 
us knew what he tsaid there." Mr. 
Yazov said, referring to the Soviet 
president's July meeting with lead- 
ers of the Group of 7 industrialized 
countries in London. "We were 
naturally not ready to increase our 
pohucal. economic, and even mili- 
tajry dependence on the Uruted 
Slates.” 

In its issue distributed on Mon- 
day. Der Spiegel published what it 
said were excerpLx from videot^ted 
interrogations of Mr. Yazov and 
two oiner oiganizers of the coup, 
(he fonner KGB chief, ^a^mir A. 
Kiyuchkov. and the former prime 
minister. Valentin S. Paviov. 

According to Der Spi^eL Mr. 
Yazov cited the Soviet Union'seco- 
nomic decline and intemal unrest 
as other motlvaling factors.

LISBON — Having enjojcd rap- 
id economic grcmlh since joining 
ihe European ComoiuoiLy tn 1986.

Anibal Cavaco Sil- 
va. another four years tn office m'lh 
a strong parliamentan majority. 

The result was a personal tri- 
umph for Mr. Cavaco Silva. 32, 
who turned the legislative elections 
into a referendum on his govern- 
ment by announcing u'lai he would 
not stay on as prime minister unless 
his Social Democratic Party w'as 
agam returned with an absolute 
m^ority of seats. 

During the tbrec-week cam- 
paign. be repeatedly warned that if 
no party won an absolute majority. 
Porlugai could slide back into the 
political instability that marked the 
early yean; after a revolution re- 
stored democracy here in }9*’4. 

But while opposition parties ac- 
cused Mr. Cavaco Sliva virtually 
blaciunailing (he electorate, it be- 
came apparent Sunday that a ma- 
jority of voters felt confident that 
under his leadership.

Provisional official results gave 
Mr. Cavaco Silva's party more than 
SO pea*eni of the votes’, enough to 
assure him a solid majority in the 
230-5cat Assembly of the Republic.

IRA Maims Suspected Drug Sellers 


Reuier, 

BELFAST — Tlic Irish Republi- 
can Army has started a major 
crackdown on drug peddling in 
Nonhero Ireland, shooting four 
men in the kneecaps and ordering 
20 more to leave the province. 

The IR.A said in a n-eekend states 
ment that it had carried out four 
“punishment shootings" recently. 
Tbe practice, called “kneecap- 
ping," is ibe IRA's usual meth^ 
for dealing with what it calls anti- 
social crimes like drug peddling. 

The campaign has been ^arply 
criticized by the police and and 
moderate Irish nationalists. They 
accused the guerrilla group of tak- 
ing the law inio its onn hands. 


The I RA. which is trying to expel 
Britain from Northern Ireland, 
said drug pushers would be ruth- 
lessly pursued. It told club and pub 
owTiers to ke^ drug pushers out of 
their establishments and said it was 
concerned about LSD. cannato 
and Ecstasy. Heroin is not a major 
problem in Northern Ireland. 

The worst affected areas are the 
nationalist ^ettos West BelfasL 
where church people, parents and 
immunity leaders are working to- 
gether to stomp out drug p^dEng. 

The IRA's action may win iride- 
spread tacit support in Republican 
areas, but a police spokesman em- 
phasized: “The answer to the crimi- 
nality of dn^ pushers is not the 


criminaJity of terrorists. They both 
ruia lives in one way or another."

The emphasis on sxvcalled “muhimedia 
compuiini" will reach a peak this month 
0.1 manufacturers release a galaxy of prod- 
ucLs featuring the technology, which is 
being spotlighted at the Comdex/Fall 91 
trade show beginning Oct. 21 in Las Ve- 
gas. It involves not just computers but 
software, sraphic and videiv cords, input 
and storage devices and audio ^ video 
products designed to brine television and 
Lompuier technology closer togethw. 

“We arc certainly aware that it’s an 
emer^ng market.’’ Doug Johns, vice 
president of worldwide markeung for 
Compaq. “We will offer multimedia-com- 
pliani machines when the market dictates. 
Ii'> what it does for the end user that 
counts." 

Multimedia would incorporate compact 
di.'ik storage capability, television grapmes 
and advanced sound into desktop comput- 
ers now used primarily to crunch data and 
information. 

D esigners of the system see 
these applications: Scientists 
and en^eers could interpret 
rediosotdavi more efficienily: 
students wcuild use computers connected 
to optical disks laden with detailed graph- 
ics. animation and chans: bu.siness execu- 
tive.v would be able to incorporate video 
presentations into their compuier-com- 
poxed reports: and even simple home users 
would have access to interactive encyclo- 
pedias. talking newspapers, books and 
other data through compact dhsksand oth- 
er input devices. 

With the multimedia industry still in its 
infancy, a debate looms in many areas, 
including the size of the current market 
and .Standards thai will evcniuaJJy 
drive It. 

“it's still pretty early, standards are still 
shaky and there are few- cross-platform 
[computer] formats." said William Cogg- 
shall. president of New Media Research 
Inc. in Los .Alio^ California. “If it moves 
or makes noise, it’s multimedia." 

Nfr. Coggshall divides the market into 
four areas: presentation, education/uain- 
ing. consumer and mfonnauon retrieval. 
Together, these areas should generate ap- 
proximaielv ^ billion in worldwide sales 
this year, he believes, growing to more 
than SI6 biilioa in 1994. 

Another research firm. Inteco Corp. of 
NorwalL ConnecUcuL sees the multime- 
dia market growing from $4,611 billion in 
the United States uiis vear to S22 billion 
bv 1995. 


With such potential, it is little wonder 
that industry leaders such os Apple Cx'm- 
puier. IBM (Tnrp. and Compaq Computer 
Corp. are touting multimedia os (he next 
important wave in personal compuiing. 
IBM. for example, is busy recruiting .soft- 
ware developed to bring multimedia ap- 
plications to existing IBM compuierx. and 
the company intends lo launch a multime- 
dia dealer program later ihi.< year. 

Smaller competitors such as Commo- 
dore Business Machines Inc., whose 
.Amiga computer is generally conceded to 
be the most advanci^ multimedia system, 
sense an oppiuiuniiy to level the cx^mpeii- 
live playing field by taking ihe lead in 
multimi^ia technology. 

European compaiues arc aNo inxxdvcd 
in (he effort. Italian manufacturer Ing. C. 
Olivetti & Co. was among a colleciK'n of 
computer industry vendxvrs (inciuding 
.AT&T Cc>mputer Systems. Fujitsu Ltd.. 
NEC Technologies Inc. and Zenith Data 
Sysiemsl that said they were planning to 
build a baric muliimediJ platform 
The software giant Micrxisofi c orp. is 
preparing multimedia prixduci c\:cnsK'n> 
10 its popular Windows operaiing system, 
which is expected to increa.se compeinion 
for .Apple’s ^aphically more advanced 
Macintosh. 

S OME industry- officials believe 
multimedia i.v in the s. 2 me posiiii'n 
the desktop publishing market 
was just a few years ago. and (hut 
the technology will soon enter the comput- 
er industry rnainsireuni. .Apple. Tandy and 
NEC already have “niuliimedia reads” 
computers. 

Despite the grxxwing cxciienitfni >ur-- 
rounding multimedia, critics complain 
that the technology is still iiv expensive 
for wide business and consumer accep- 
tance. They ako point to the hidden ci'sis 
of adding graphics, sound, v-ideo and ani- 
mation applications to personal comput- 
ers.

Bui within an hour, the staff was puzzling 
over one of the most calamitous telqpbone 
outages in hisioiy. Gose to 6J milH on lines 
in three East Coast states and the Washing- 
ton area were affected, with customers un- 
able to make most local calls and Iheir phone 
companies unable to explain why. 

The phones were brraigbt back into t^iera- 
tion through stopgap measures in about nine 
hours. But on that day and enwiing ones, 
similar failures mysteriously tut nwllinnR 
more lines in tbe r^ons around Piusbuigh, 
San Frandsco and Lre Angdes. 

Investigators lata isolated the culprit — 
three misplaced “lHts“ fd infonnwon in 
complex cranputa setf tware that cmitrols the 
^stems' call routing. 

The sofiw]^ was quiddy corrected. But 
larga^ questions remained of whetto tbe 
world’s tdeoommunications systems are be- 


craning mim vulnerable as thw become 
more technically advanced and cnidal to the 
smooth functioning of society. 

Tbe failures followed a software-triggoed 
paralysis in the American Telqihone & Tel& 
gnqih Cq.'s long-distance network in Janu- 
ary 1^. Thqr have tom^ off a debate in 
Washington and the U.S. idecoaimunica- 
tions industry about how to prevent recur- 
rence.

L os ANGELES — Video confcr- 
eacing. once an exotic technolo^ 
reseE\'ed for the corporate elite, is 
poised Tor broader ac^iance 
among laige corporadons and mediuia-size 
businesses in the United States and Europe 
as more sophisticated, highly flexible, 
expensive and higher quality technology be- 
gins to come on line. 

‘‘Fueled by technical advances that have 
cut eqidpmeni costs and enabled the use of 
standard dial-up lines, video-coaferendiig 
equipment and transmission is now a boom- 
ing marlcei that bos doubled in the last two 
years." said Greg Cline, an analyst and 
program manager with Information Strate- 
gies Group, a r^earch firm based in Vienna. 
Virginia. 

The technologj' is touted 
as a way for corporations to 
save time and money by 
reducins; executive travel. 

“Video conferencing is rapidly becoming 
a mainstream business technology that users 
can tahe to its limit on a global basis." said 
Mr. Cline. “It is an area with re^ great 
potenti^ and an area increasing because of 
lower product costs and the increasing abili- 
ly to [use] lower baud-widtfa telephone 
Jiiifis." 

Through the use of ^ideo codecs, devices 
that compress the data necessary to transmit 
a digital video signal, and sophisticated mi- 
CToprocessors and digital transmission oet- 
woiis, video conferencing allows for the 
transmission of both voice and picture over 
telephone wi-jres. 

Tne technology is touted by proponents 
as a uav for corporations to save time and 
money hy reduang the need for executive 
iraveL 

V IDEO conferencing has been 
available, but expensive, for 
years. A typical system costs be- 
tween S50,000 and SI 00,000. 
However, in a formula that seems patterned 
after ifae computerand worlcsiation 

industries, prices of entry-level systems have 
dropped, even as their ^abilities have ex- 
pan died. 

For example. PictureTel Cotp. c( Pea- 
body. Massachusetts, one of more than 20 
companies active in the field wmrldwide. 
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introduced in July a low-priced video-con- 
ferencing 9Stein that is causing excitement 
in the industry. 

PictureTel's ^stem 4000 is aimed at 
small and medium-rize companies and is 
available in a oionochrome “adimnistraior 
system" model for SI9,900. A color version, 
dubbed the "pFofessioQa] modeL” costs 
S24.900. A company would need to pur- 
chase a separate system, whidi iDcludn a 
2D-incb (Sl-centimeter) monitor, for each 
location it seeks to cozmect Connection of 
the digital telephone line needed for the 
signal would be extra, and bouriy line 
charges typically cost about S20. 

Each of the two models includes Fictuie-

Robert (£tro, PictureTel's vice president 
of sales and marketiog, said be expects 
prices to dn^ and technology to improve as 
more sophisticated software is d^loped 
and appUcaiions broaden. 

“Thm has been a proUferatioo of new 
applications this year beyond meetiags-at-a- 
distaoce," said Mr. Mitro. ''The tecmdogy 
has been used for video arrai^unent in court 
systems; telemedical applications where a 
s^aiisl at a medical center provides the 
examining phyudan with advin; even rail- 
road survdllance of key crossings and draw- 
bridges by Affltrak. It is also bong used in 
u^fic manageni gnt around the world; Italy 
is doing a si^uTicant application with it.*'

Digitalizing the Radio Waves 

Germany Leads European Effort in Developing System

casting" (D.AB) effort under the 
auspices of the European Commu- 
nity's high-tech research 

and development program. 

.And. at me same e:Uul:nuoD. of- 
ficials of Deutsche Telekom, 
which comes under the Nfinistiy of 
Posts and Telecommunications, 
outlined the progress made in 
“digital satetliie radio" (DSR) 
tecfanolo^-. which was developed 
with private industry and the C^- 
raan Aerospace Reeareh Insti- 
tute. 

in both cases, tbe lerrestrial- 
ba^ DAB and the DSR. the em- 
phasis was on the compact disc 
quality cf sound that tte d^tal 
broadcasting technology offers, 
along with several odier technical 
advances. 

Officials also say the digital 
broadcasting technology* repre- 
sents an area in which Europe has 
a sizable lead over the United 
Stales and Japan and will likely set 
the standards. 

‘^‘e are now standing on the 
threshold of a broad use of this 
teclmique by oMisumers." said the 
Telekom chainnan. Helmut Ricke. 
“DSR represents nothing less than 
a leap to digital sound quality and 
an ease of application, which until 
now has been unachiev able in ra- 
dio broadcasting." 

A t THE MOStENT. the

Nordic Mobile Phones a Binging Success

S TOCKHOLM — Mobile 
teIq)boDes have had re- 
m^able success in the 
Nordic countries. In 
terms of sales in relation to p(^’ 
lation and re^onal telephone den- 
sity. Sweden ranks at [k very top 
with a penetration level of more 
than 6 peicott, and with its four 
neighbors — Denmark. Norway, 
Finland and Iceland — accoim^ 
for one million subscribers. This is 
about the same numlw as in Brit- 
ain. which has three times the pop- 
ulation of Scandinavia. 

The Nordic countries are well 
ah ea d of Germany, France and 
other industrialized countries, 
where less than 1 percent of the 
population uses mobile phcNies. 

*trooperauoa between the four 
Nordic telecom companies was 
certainly an important factor lead- 
ing to the success of NMT.’’ says 
Arvid Brandberg, head of the 
Sfmiish Mobile Radio Associa- 
uon. referring io the Nordic Mo- 
bile Telephone system. ‘‘Further- 
more. the separation of roles 
bnween suppUers and operators 
as well as the c^n-system ap- 
proach were important in promoi- 
mg compeiiiioo." 

There are sev eral reasons for the 
rapid and widespread acceptance 
oF mobiJe phones in ihe Nordic 


countries. For one thing, the ceUu- 
lar systems have been in operatioQ 
here fm* 10 yean. The fust system 
in Sweden. NMT 450, was 
launched in 1981. 

Economic boom times during 
the 1980s made it easier to put a 
new pnsduct and a new concept on 
the market. But growth in saies 


50 percent, bothio 1988 and 1989.

Substantial pieces of the journals have 
already run in The New Yorker and 
caused some alann among Cheever's 
readers, admirers and friends. The book 
will do DOthing to allay this dismay, as il 
merdy compounds the evidence of mari- 
tal ioTidelity, bisexuality, alccdiolism and 
extreme self-centeredness first presented 
in the excerpts. 

Tbe Jdin iCheever who emerges in these 
pa^ is by almost no stretch of the ima^ 
nation a likable man. He is wfainy. xlf- 
pitying, jiriapic, lugubrious, puerile, self- 
dfstroctiW. cnieJ. drunk. None of this has 
anything lo do whh literary judgmmts of 
his sbtHt stories or nov^ bm it is a 
judgment of tbe man hims elf almost ^ 
gresavdy invited by thejournals. in which 
he presents himself with every wan on 
flambcyani di^lay. Cheever 'seems to 
have been somelt^ d a monster, and he 
doesn’t mind felting us know iu 

In one resp^ Ihougfu he was almost 
always fund: in his relations with his 
fellow writers. Hemingway “put down 
an immense vision of love and friend- 
ship. swallows and tiie sound of rain”; 
Katherine Anne Porter **catches the es- 
sence of herself, the wit, the didactic 
style, the attractions of elegance”: John 
Updike is "peerless as a writer of his 
geueration.” 

These gracious comments of Cheever's 
about his fellow writers give his journals 
a redeeming note of de^cy, os do his 
earnest struggles to reconcile hi^lf to 
“a view of marriage that is neither larky 
nor desperate; a sense of how large a 
continent this is, and how complex are its 
burdens.'’ In the end, though, this is a sad 
and depressing book, the record of a ™n 
so en^ained within the prison of sdf 
that he was never able to embrace others, 
even those he most loved. From 
torment he wrenched nclion of genuine 
powCT. wit and compassion, but be was a 
miserably unhappy man.

yesirs. the Blue Jay-s entered the ninth ixuiing 
of a game against the Chiifwnia Angds last 
Wednesday trailing by a nm. 

Five pitches later. &e Jays had their vic- 
tory, against Bryan Harvey, the most suc- 
cessful save artist in the league- It was thanks 
solely to While, Alomar and Carter. 

White, convened to a leadoff hitter and an 
instant success early in the season, hit Har- 
v^'s first pitch for a single. Alomar, hit the 
third pitch and reached second on an error 
that allowed White to score. 

Carter look Harvey's founb piich as AJo- 
mar stole third for the 1^ tune in 20 
attempts this season. Then Carter flicked the 
fifth pitch offtiis bat for his lOSihmn batted 
to, for the victory for the divisioa title. 

How imponant have the three been? Ca^ 
ler, Alomar and White appear 17 dilTereDi 
times in the listings of leaders in offensive 
categories in the ^^nerican League. By com-

Gaston, a man of few words, says Alomar 
is quite simply the most selfless player he has 
come across in professional baseball.

Alomar, who came with Carter from San 
Di^ tn what thus far has to rank as the 
tratte ol the decade |they were swopped for 
the smooth-fldding sbortsiOT Tony Fernan- 
dez and powerful Fred McGrifO, is proving 
to be a stesd as well as a student 

He studies and studies, not only his game, 
but others — because, said the modest 23- 
year-old. "a lot of people don't know, but 1 
know I havT a lot to leant.'’ 

He learned as a youngster by watching his 
father, veteran m^or league second base- 
man Sandy Alomar, and Joe Morgan, the 
Hall of Famer.

Enou^ people find this comforting to 
keep the western alive.

*Tbe Traiisman'' was published in 1986 
by Signet, a mass-market house that is now 
a division of NAL/Dutton.

YtMi'd expect the readers of 
your volume to have nad so many others 
tb^ can't keep them ail straighL” 

Goldsteia, ^ Jove, agre^ tiiat the 
chances of Hanington's having read the 
two books badt-iorback “are a million to 
one.”
